PROGRAM INFORMATION 


The four general sessions will be on 
Tuesday afternoon and evening, Wednes- 
day evening and Thursday afternoon On 
Tuesday afternoon, the first part of the 
meeting will be devoted to business, fol- 
lowed at 4 o'clock by an address by 
Prof. Harlan Hatcher of Ohio State Uni- 
versity on “Recent Tendencies in Ameri- 
can Fiction.” Those who heard him last 
fall will not wish to miss him. 


In the evening we will hear Mr. 
George Sokolsky on “Changing China.” 
Mr. Sokolsky, author of The Tinder Box 
of Asia is an effective and interesting 
speaker on a timely topic. As a speaker 
at the Institute of Politics at Williams- 
town, and under the auspices of The 
Foreign Policy Association, as a writer 
on the various phases of the problems of 


the Far East for the China Year Book, 
New York Times and other publications, 
he has won an eminent reputation. Mem- 
bers of the O. L. A. who have heard him 
are most enthusiastic. 


On Wednesday evening the speaker 
will be Edward Davison, English poet 
and critic who now makes America his 
home. Jessie B. Rittenhouse comments 
as follows: “Edward Davison made a 
glorious success here, indeed he went 
far beyond my expectation and that of 
his audience. Mr. Davison’s fine stage 
presence, his youth, his beautiful voice, 
all contribute to the spell which he ex- 
ercises over his hearers.

OHIO LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


ASSOCIATION 
The trustees of public libraries in 
Ohio have as an organization and as 
individuals been of great help with leg- 
islative problems. The President of the 
O. L. T. A. has been in Columbus prae- 
tically every week. He has been able to 
present library needs effectively at pub- 
lic hearings of tax committees and to 
assist in the drafting of necessary 
amendments. He has been particularly 
successful in securing support for the 
bills by explaining to members of the 
legislature the difficulties under which 
libraries labor and the need for this leg- 
islation.

Dr. Charles F. Thwing, President 

emeritus of Western Reserve University 
and a member of the Citizens Library 
Committee of Ohio, will broadcast on 
Saturday, April 1, from station WTAM

STATE LIBRARY 


The State Library situation is most 
chaotic. It would take a book to tell the 
complete story of the last few years. It 
would be a tale of callous indifference 
on the part of some of our public of- 
ficials, of mismanagement and of waste. 
The story would be full of political 
maneuverings, of comedy and farce with 
results spelling tragedy to the State 
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Library and the service it should render 
to libraries of the State. 

Contrary to his pre-election promises 
in 1930, the Governor made a political 
appointment in Mr. Newman. A later 
promise that the appointment would last 
for only three months has been falsified 
by inaction. Last October Mr. Harold 
T. Clark, to the great pleasure of the 
librarians of the state, was appointed to 
the State Library Board. His efforts 
since then to meet the situation in a 
business like manner and to effect the 
appointment of a competent person have 
frustrated. Meantime the appro- 
priation for the State Library, which 
seelis to have ho friends at court, has 
been cut 80° from that of 1930; some 
of ils essential services left unprovided 
for including the purchase of books; 
and no plans made for its removal into 
the new State office building.

LIBRARY LEGISLATION 


The long awaited decision finally 
made on February 7 has cleared up the 
status of library support under the in- 
tangibles law. To have it clarified is a 
help even though it has resulted in li- 
brary incomes reduced to 50, 40 or even 
20 per cent of allowed amount . 

To adapt the present intangibles law 
to the requirements of the State Supreme 
Court decision and to provide more 
equitable library income, new legisla- 
tion was introduced as Senate Bill No. 
239, by Mr. Whittemore. The bill has 
passed the Senate and the House and 
awaits the Governor’s signature. 


Libraries of the state can be pleased 


with this bit of legislation. While it 
applies to 1933 only, it promises to 
them 70% of amount allowed by the 
original law, as a guaranteed claim on 
the proceeds of the intangibles tax. If 
collections are larger than 709% libraries 
share pro-rata with the other sub-divi- 
sions receiving income from this source. 
It also provides for prompt advances by 
the county auditor and should borrow- 
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ing be necessary makes it more easily 
possible. 


Senate Bill No. 30 to provide perma- 
nent library support has been introduc- 
ed by Mr. Whittemore. Its main provi- 
sions, generally agreed to by librarians 
of the state, are that the budget request 
for funds necessary to operate, main- 
tain, and increase the library service 
shall originate with the libarary board 
and be submitted to the board of educa- 
tion, which has, however, no power to 
increase or decrease, and by it to the 
County Budget Commission. The County 
Budget Commission, however, may in- 
crease or decrease the amount of the 
budget request. After the amount has 
heen fixed by the Budget Commission it 
becomes a first claim on that part of the 
intangibles tax collected within the 
county. A library to benefit under these 
provisions must adopt rules and regu- 
lations opening its service on equal 
terms to all residents of the county, ex- 
cept to residents of such other subdivi- 
sions in the county as also receive sup- 
port for a library form the intangibles 
tax. 

This permanent bill also has been 
improved in its provisions for advances 
from the county adutitor and for bor- 
rowing when necessary. 

Senate Bill No. 30 is being held with 
other tax bills for study during the leg- 
islature’s recess and for presentation 
when the legislature meets again as part 
of a comprehensive state tax program. 
At the present time no changes are an- 
ticipated in its provisions. All members 
of the O. L. A., not only librarians, are 
requested to become familiar with this 
bill and to create for it a favorable sen- 
timent and to urge leaders in their com- 
munities to work with members of the 


state legislature for its success. 


MISS OLIVE JONES 


Members of the Association will be 
erieved to learn of the death of Miss 
Olive Jones on February 2. Miss Jones 
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was librarian of Ohio State University 
Library, 1893-1927, and since her re- 
tirement continued her connection as 
Associate Professor of Bibliography. 
She was president of the Ohio Library 
Association in 1919-1920.

CHANGES IN THE CONSTITUTION 

A committee on revision of the con- 
stitution was appointed consisting of Mr. 
E. A. Henry, Miss Lillie Wulfekoetter, 
and Miss Gentiliska Winterrowd. The 
following amendments are offered and 
will be voted upon, provided they re- 
ceive prior endorsement by the Execu- 
tive Board. 


ADDED PROVISIONS 
CONSTITUTION 

ArticLe Ul 

({) Honorary. Upon nomination by the 

Executive Board. persons who have rendered 

outstanding service to the library interests of 

the State may be elected to honorary member- 


ship by unanimous vote at any meeting of the 
Association. 


Membership 


Articie VI 
Representation in the A, L. A. Council 


The President of this Association shall serve 


ex-officio as the representative of the associa- 
tion on the council of the American Library 
Association, or in his absence the next ranking 
officer, except that if the president is already a 
member of the council the next ranking officer, 
who is not already a member, shall also repre- 
sent the Association. 


BY LAWS 
Duties of the Executive Board 


(f) The Executive Board shall have au 
thority to fill all vacanies which occur because 
of death, resignation or inability to serve oc- 
curing during the year except that the first 
vice-president shall serve as president in event 
of a vacancy in the presidency. 


Annicré UT 


(g) The Executive Board shall establish an 
endowment fund by means of life membership 
fees or other special gifts for this purpose. 
Ordinarily only the interest from this fund 
shall be spent. The principal may be spent, 
however, upon definite recommendation of the 
Executive Board approved at an annual meet- 
ing of the association. 


CHANGED PROVISIONS 
BY LAWS 


AnvicLt 1 Election of Officers 

The committee on nominations shall consist 
of the last two ex-presidents and three mem- 
bers to be elected by the Association. The 
place of any ex-president who is absent from 
the annual meeting shall be filled by a member 
to be elected by the Association. The chairman 
shall be the ex-president who served as presi- 
dent two years before. This committee shall 
present the name of one candidate for each 
elective office, consent being secured from the 
nominees for president, secretary and treas- 
urer. An opportunity for nominations from 
the floor shall be given. A majority vote shall 
constitute election. 


(The present article provides for three ex- 
presidents and ¢wo nominations from the floor.) 


The committee also recommends that the 
statement of dues for the different types of 
memberships be transferred from the constitu- 
tion to by-laws with, however, no change in 
amount for any of the classes of membership.
